Notices were posted Monday at 
the Standard Oil refinery announc- 
ing a ten per cent reduction in the 
scale of wages effective October 1. 
The oil company states in announc- 
ing the cut that living costs are 
decreasing and a corresponding 
reduction in wages must automat- 
ically follow along with the read- 
justment succeeding the war. 

The company changed the over- 
time scale from double price to 
price and one-half. 

The changes made in the scale 
of wages applies to all branches of 
classified labor. 

The reduction is not as sweep- 
ing as that of° other refineries 
throught the country, a number 
of which have made much deeper 
cuts in the wage-earner’s income. 

It is expected that rentals which

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Minced Rolls 

Take quarter of a pound of mince, 
pinch of pepper, a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of 
flour, half a teacupful of water. For 
paste take six ounces of flour, one 
egg, a little cold water, a quarter of 
a pound of butter, a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Put 
the mince in a stewpan and stir with 
a fork until it browns a little. Add 
salt and pepper and flour, then the 
water. Allow it to boil for a minute 
or two to cook the flour, then turn 
on to a plate to cool. Put the flour 
and baking powder on a boarg along 
with the butter, and cut the butter 
up. Put the mixture into a bowl; 
add the egg, garnish with parsley and 
hard-boiled eggs-—reserving the 
other half for brushing over the 
paste—and sufficient water to form 
a stiff dough. Roll out three or four 
times and divide into four equal 
pieces. Wet the edges of the paste 
with cold water, place the mince in 
the center, fold over, and mark 
neatly with fork or teaspoon. Brush 
over with egg, and bake in a quick 
oven for about twenty minutes.

diers were in the battle lines of 
France, there was continual sniping 
going on in the industries of this 
country. 


is no cure for the unavoidable acci- 
dent. 

Figures compiled by the American 
Red Cross from reports of the De- 
partment of Labor and of insurance 
companies for 1918, the latest year 
for which those figures are available, 
show that coal and metal mining at- 
tained the highest accidental death 
rate of any industry, with thirty- 
three men killed for each 10,000 em- 
plored, During the last seven years 
jan average of at least four men have 
test their lives for every million tons 
of coal produced. Fisheries and nav- 
ization aro alse high in their death 
rates, for more than thirty persons 
were killed for every 10,000- em- 
ployed. The work of watchmen and 
police is surprisingly safe, according 
to the figures, for only five in every 
10,000 met an untimely death. 

Under the head of ‘‘manufacture,”’ 
in which is included a total of 5,145,- 
656 employes, the rate was only 2.5, 
which goes; to show that the ordinary 
small plant has done much to safe- 
guard its employes. 

In addition to fatal accidents, con- 
servative estimates, according to the 
Red Cross, show that there were 3,- 
400,000 disabilities due to accidents 
in occupations during 1919, or an 
average of at least 11,000 a day. Dur- 
ing that year more than 680,000 per- 
sons were laid up for four weeks or 
more on account of injuries. 

When some of the safety rulings 
by the Labor Department seem a bit 
ridiculous it would be well fo con- 
sider these figures and to realize that 
something must be done to stop the 
slaughter.—Buffalo Express.

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NO BEST BREED OF POULTRY . 


There Are Three Classes Specially 
Adapted to Production of Eggs | 
and Meat. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


There 's no best breed of poultry. : 
That, at least, is the opinion of men 
in the United States Department of 
Agriculture who have been studying 
the business for years, and have had — 
experience with all varieties of all 
breeds in America. To go among 
your friends and ask for advice about 
the kind of chickens to start with 
would be about as productive of con- 
flicting views as If you asked for help 
In buying a motor car or a typewriter. 
Every man has his likings, and some, 
have good reasons for them, but in the 
end the beginner will have to be the 
judge; wherefore the opinion of the 
department specialists will be about 
the best guide: Keep only one vari-! 
ety of breed, and select the breed 
that sults your purpose best. Be sure 
of one thing—have a= standardbred 
male at the head of the flock. Such a 
bird will Improve the quality of the 


stock materially. A mongrel male 
will produce no finprovement. ‘ 
These are the reasons: Standard- 


bred fowls produce uniform products 
which bring higher prices. 

Standardbred stock and eggs sold 
for breeding purposes, bring higher 
prices thun market quotations. 

Stundardbred fowls can be exhibit- 
ed, and thus compete for prizes. 

Eggs and stock from mongrel fowls 
are not sold for breeding purposes. 

Mongrel fowls are not exhibited !n 
poultry shows or expositions. i 

General-purpose breeds are best 
sulted to most farms where the pro- 
duction of both eggs and ment fs de- 
sired. The four most popular repre- , 
sentatives of this class are the I'ly 
mouth Rock, Wyandotte, Orpington, 
and Rhode Island Red. 

All these breeds, with the exception 
of the Orpington, are of American or- 
{gin. They are characterized by hav- 
ing yellow skin and legs, and lay 


brown-shelled eggs. The Orpington Is 
of English origin, has a white skin, 
und als. lays brown-shelled eggs. You

can get a detailed description of all 
fowls vf American origin in Farmers’ 
Bulletin 806 on “Standard Varieties of 
Chickens, I. The American Class,” 
which may be had upon application 
to the Division of Publications, United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

The Mediterranean or egg breeds 
are best sulted for the production of 
white-sheiled eggs. Representatives of 
this clase are bred iurgely for eyys 
rather than for meat. Among the 
popular breeds are Leghorn, Minorca, 
Ancona ond Andalusian. 

An outstanding characteristic of the 
egg breeds is the fact that they ure 
classed as nonsitters; that Is, us a 
rule they do not become broody und 
hatch their eggs. When fowls of this 
class are kept, artificial incubation 
and brooding usually are employed. 
Farmers’ Bulletin 898, “Standard Va- 
rleties of Chickens. Il. The Mediter- 
runean Class,” fells about this class. 

Langshans, Brahmas, Cochins, and 
Cornish fowls belong in the meat 
breeds, rather than for eggs, and al- 
though classed for meat are -some 
times kept as general-purpose fowls. 
They are all heavier and larger than 
the egg breeds, or those of the gen- 
eral-purpose class, and lay brown- 
shelled eggs. Farmers’ Bulletin 1052, 
“Standard Varieties of Chickens, III. 
Asiatic, English, and French Classes” 
describes the breeds in this class. 

Fowls for breeding purposes should 
be strong, healthy, vigorous birds. The 
comb, face, and wattles should be a 
bright red, eyes bright and fairly 
prominent, head comparatively bruad, 
short, and not long or crow-shaped; 
legs set well apart and struight, plu- 
mage clean and smooth. 

The beginner In poultry will be care- 
ful to have a home ready for his flock 
before he gets it. Fariners’ Bulletin 
889 contains suggestions, plans, and 
directions every poultry keeper should 
have. The Division of Publications 
will seid it wpon request. i

They Also Result In Much Less 
Wear and Tear on Tires, Springs 
and General Comfort. 


In tests recently made at Cleveland, 
V., a tive-ton truck carrying a full loud 
averaged 11.758 miles per gallon of 
gasoline over a concrete road und but 
5.78 miles per gallon over an earth 
road In average condition, 

The truck was tested over seven 
different kinds of highway. On the 
earth road the mileage per gallon of 
gusoline was us above noted, 5.78. On

Eleven printipal crops afforded 86,- 
500,000 tons-for hauling on country 
rouds in the yearly average of 1915 to 
1919, or 27 tons per 100. acres har- 
vested. Among the results of compu- 
tations made by the bureau of crop 
estimates, United States Department 
of Agriculture, [llinois is far in the 
lead of states In providing crop haul 
age, and -its fraction of the United 
States total is one-tenth, or 8,855,000 
tons. Towa has 6,590,000 tons, and 
Kansas sumewtiat more than one-half 
of the I[llinots tonnage hauled, with 
4,862,000 tons. Following in order are 
Nebraska, Indiana, Ohio and Texas, 
with 4,050,000 tons in the last-named 
state. The difference between high 
and low costs of hauling due to poor 
or good condition of roads reathes a 


large figure in the hauling of this 
great tonnage, or ai targe fraction 
thereof.

Early risers in Grosvenor road,
